I had some sticky meter problems too with a bunch of metered variacs I got 

in an auction from Tek. I finally removed one of the meters, took the case 
off of it, and very carefully reduced the pressure on the pivot bearings by 
backing off on a tiny locking nut and backing a bearing screw out about 1/8 
of a turn. After that it seemed to work perfectly. 


I then did the same thing to about 10 more sticky meters and apparently 
fixed them all. Maybe these things somehow tighten up with age.

Well, I am going to put on my "Historian of Technology" hat here and 
make some comments. 


Lessing's biography of Edwin Armstrong is good as far as it goes. But 
I feel that at times it builds up Armstrong to a little bigger than the 
man was, in reality. 


Tom Lewis's "Empire of the Air" is "pop history." He is far too quick 
to paint people "good guys" and "bad guys," and I think that his 
painting of Sarnoff as a bete noire goes a little too far. 


I would strongly recommend Tom Hughes's "American Genesis" (Viking 
Penguin, 1989) as a valuable source for getting a little more accurate 
picture of things. Hughes does not try to oversimplify things into 
"good guys" and "bad guys," and brings in some significant people, 
particularly Reginald Fessenden, whom Lewis ignored. I would also 
recommend reading the articles on Wireless Telegraphy and Radio in the 


11th Britannica (1911), which were written by J.J. Thompson and 
Alexander Fleming. 


Some of the xx*xrealxx*x history of radio is till not very well 
documented. For one thing, Charles P. Steinmetz's presentations of 
Maxwell's work in a form in which it could be readily understood by the 
average engineer with a limited background in math and physics tends to 
get ignored. Also, while Michael Pupin gets lip service, his work in 
converting theory to practice, and his "mentorship" of Armstrong, tends 
to get left out. 


Tom Hughes did a very thorough job in researching what he presents in 
"American Genesis," and reading a few of the titles he references in 
his notes will fill in some of the blanks.

OK Guys, I need some advice re my National RCP communications receiver. 


Most of the wiring in this thing has become brittle with age, and I've only 
seen 

one dirtier radio in my life. (That one held open a chicken coop door :-) 
It needs to be stripped done to a bare frame and completely rewired, 
re-capped, 

re-everything. Frame itself has surface rust but is usable. So making notes 
as 

I go, tear down begins... 


The large multi-stage tuning cap is held in place with screws, and I've 
removed 

the large "coil cage" and sliding bar from the bottom already. so far so 
good. 

The "contact pins" for the coil cage are held in place with screws from 
above, 

Thats under the tuning cap someplace... Removal of the cap screws reveals, 
the tuning caps are soldered to the coil cage pins from above. OK with a lot 
of effort and a very small set of dikes I can cut it out for clean up ina 
tank 

and rewiring. Done that. Now looking at the top of the "coil cage" contacts. 
Oh boy, the screws are there all right and so is the ratty wiring, but the 
steel 

rail they sit on is spot welded to the frame. It doesn't come off. &%$#«!!! 
How the heck did they build this thing anyway? You can't remove the coil 
contacts without pulling the cap off, and you can't reconnect them afterward 
because the contacts are under the cap, with the screws! 

(Those of you who know what I'm talking about are falling over laughing 

at this point I know, but bear with me a moment longer :-) 


Either this thing was built using a Top-Secret USGOV form of magic, -or- 
I'm missing something stupid simple. I believe in magic myself, but then 
I also believe in little green men from mars. (The men from mars explain 
why I hear such wierd things on my radios, even when the power is off :-) 


Would some kind soul take pity on me and explain how they got this

I found that there is a resistor in 
the buffer used in the mechanical filter assembly that went bad. If the 
restor goes bad the gain can also get real low which causes a lot of 
insertion loss through the filters. I would do as sugested check all the 
resistors in the IF and RF stages especialy the one associated with the 
mechanical filter buffer.

Does anyone out there know anything about the radios used by: 
1) The Byrd Antarctic expeditions of the late 20s and the 30s? 


2) The team that established the South Pole base for the IGY in the 
late 50s? 


There are some references to the radios Byrd used is his books "Little America", 
and "Alone", but no real details. One comment was that Collins 

went way over budget on some of the sets that were contracted for. Some of the 
radios used by the trail parties were homebrewed at Little America during the 
winter for use on the trial in the spring. 


There are some details on the radios used by the team at the South Pole 

during the IGY in Paul Siple's book "90 South". Paul, who went to the Antarctic 
first as a Boy Scout with Byrd in 1928, was the leader of the scientific party 
that established the base. 


The main transmitter apparently was a TBW, although Paul mistakenly refers to this 
as an Army transmitter. Prior to its arrival on an R4D (Navy DC-3) , a "field 
radio" was used for all communications. Was it a GRC-9? I was surprised that a 
TBW would be used as late as 1958 since they were available as surplus right after 
WwW2. 


Can anybody else provide any additional info on this subject?
